Hospice care at home, 
thanks to our readers

PATIENTS with terminal 
illnesses will be able to 
get care in their own 
homes thanks to the over¬ 
whelming generosity of 
Weekly News readers. 

St Nicholas Hospice Care 
will launch its new comm¬ 
unity team next Tuesday 

The initial start-up cash will 
come from the Weekly News Hos¬ 
pice at Home appeal, which is 
nearing its target of £40,000 - just a 
year after it was launched. 

Generous individuals, organ¬ 
isations and community groups 
throughout the Haverhill area 
have been backing the appeal by 
holding fundraising events and 
giving donations. 

The latest major money-spinner 
was last Friday’s sell-out premiere 
screening of the hit film, Marley & 
Me at Haverhill’s Cineworld, which 
raised nearly £1,700. 

Ian Norris, fundraiser for the 
Bury St Edmunds-based hospice, 
said: “It’s gone fantastically well. It 
shows the amount of support we 
have in Haverhill.” 

Nigel Brookes, editor of the 
Weekly News series, said: “We have 
been amazed by the generosity of 
our readers who have supported 
this pioneering scheme.” 

Around 70 per cent of hospice 
users come from Haverhill, where 
the incidence of cancer is higher 
than other areas. 

The new team will provide 
support and advice to patients and 
their carers, and hands-on care for 
people in their last weeks of life. 

The service will be one of the

country’s first truly multi-discip¬ 
linary community teams. 

Hospice staff, including clinical 
nurse specialists, registered nurses 
and nursing assistants, will liaise 
with GPs, district nurses and 
social care teams to provide care, 
all co-ordinated by the hospice. 

They will be further supported 
by the hospice’s family support, 
complementary therapy, chaplain¬ 
cy and rehabilitation staff, as well 
as by voluntary agencies such as 
Crossroads. 

A launch event will be held at 
the main hospice site in Bury St 


Edmunds on Tuesday 

Health and social care pro¬ 
fessionals have been invited to a 
drop-in information morning, 
giving them the chance to meet the 
new team and learn about their 
plans. 

A formal presentation will be 
made at 10.30am, and will include 
patient/family members talking 
about what the service will mean 
to them. 

Trevor Farrington, community 
hospice team manager, said: “Our 
team, in partnership with profess¬ 
ional and lay carers, will provide 


unique, co-ordinated end of life 
care. 

“St Nicholas Hospice Care bel¬ 
ieves strongly that patients should 
have a choice in where they receive 
our support. 

“Our new way of working will 
enable this choice, which is a key 
focus of the government’s End of 
Life Strategy. Living and being 
cared for at home whilst supported 
by the appropriate professionals is 
central to our vision.”

MOVIE fans have

A ROADSIDE 
hedge has been 
replanted more 
than 30 years 
after it was 
removed for 
proposed road 
improvements. 
Nearly 20 
volunteers as well 
as countryside 
project workers 
planted more than 
360 shrubs, which 
will restore the 
hedge as a 
windbreak and 
wildlife habitat, at 
Sturmer, near 
Haverhill. 

Jo Porth, of the 
Sturmer Village 
Hall charity, said: 
“It has taken over 
a year to 
negotiate and 


now it’s planted. 
“The plants were 
part of the pledge 
by Lord 
Hanningfield, 
leader of Essex 
County Council, 
to have a quarter 
of a million trees 
planted in the 
county and it 
didn’t cost us 
anything in 
monetary terms.”

Man jailed 
for dealing 
to prisoner 

A MAN visiting a prisoner 
has ended up being jailed 
himself for supplying drugs. 

Raymond Massicott was 
seen on CCTV at Highpoint 
Prison, near Haverhill, as he 
handed over a package con¬ 
taining heroin, cannabis and 
cannabis resin. 

Massicott, 43, was given a 
four-year jail term at Ipswich 
Crown Court after he was 
convicted by a jury of supp¬ 
lying illegal drugs. He had 
denied the charges. 

The court heard that 
prison staff were alerted 
when a CCTV operator saw 
Massicott handing over the 
package while seated at a 
table in the visiting area on 
November 17, 2007. 

In that year, five kilograms 
(more than 101b) of cannabis 
was seized at the prison 
along with 120 grams (about 
4oz) of hard drugs and 217 
mobile phones. 

Jurors were told the drugs 
were in a cigar-shaped pack¬ 
age wrapped in cling film 
which was found on the floor 
of the visitors’ area. 

After his arrest, Massicott, 
of Plaistow, East London, 
refused to answer any quest¬ 
ions and denied all know¬ 
ledge of the drugs recovered 
by prison staff.

A SUSPECTED drug 
den which made life a 
misery for neighbours 
has been shut down. 

People living near the flat 
in Haverhill, which was 
littered with used needles, 
were plagued with frequent 
visits from addicts through 
the day and night, West 
Suffolk Magistrates’ Court 
heard. 

It granted a “crackhouse 
closure” order, banning her¬ 
oin addict Ricky Preston 
from his home for three 
months. 

Preston, 43, admitted he 
and his girlfriend had used 
the Class A substance at his 
home in Pentlow Hawke 
Close, but insisted he was not 
a dealer and had not allowed 
his addict friends to use 
drugs there. 

Police officers recounted 
neighbours’ tales of pack¬ 
ages being exchanged for 
money on the street and 
visitors shouting threats and 
abuse, with some parents 
saying they were too fright¬ 
ened to let their children 
play outside. 

Susan Feary, chairman of 
the bench, said: “Such things 
are related with disruption 
and with nuisance to mem¬ 
bers of the public, particul¬ 
arly with visits from other 
users at all hours of the day 
or night.” 

Several Haverhill police 
officers who had visited the 
squalid flat told the court it 
was littered with drug-taking 
paraphernalia, including 
burnt spoons and squares of 
tinfoil. 



A statement from Pc Carl 
Brandwood said: “The whole 
flat had a stench of staleness. 
In my eight years of exper¬ 
ience as a police officer, Class 
A drugs were being used at 
that address.” 

Several addicts also 
reported being sold “bad 
gear” laced with ketamine, a 
powerful anaesthetic used by 
vets, which officers susp¬ 
ected had been obtained from 
Preston. 

Preston admitted he was 
unemployed, but occasion¬ 
ally earned as much as £5,000 
a week through building 
work, and denied peddling 
narcotics to fund his £100-a- 
day addiction. 

David Cason, representing 
Preston, argued the police 
case was based on “rumour, 
innuendo and whispers”, but 
he failed to persuade the 
magistrates to throw out the 
application. 

Preston was ordered to pay 
£200 costs.

Residents fight 
store extension

RESIDENTS have called 
in their MP over a battle 
against plans to extend a 
nearby supermarket. 

Sainsbury’s wants to extend 
its store at Hanchett End, 
Haverhill, to operate a home 
delivery service. 

But people living nearby are 
opposing the scheme and have 
said “enough is enough” as the 
store has already been ext¬ 
ended and has had a filling 
station added since it orig¬ 
inally opened nearly 15 years 
ago. 

Eileen Calinescu, of Hor¬ 
sham Close, Haverhill, invited 
West Suffolk MP Richard 
Spring to look at the problem 
for himself ahead of today’s 
scheduled meeting of Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Council 
development control comm¬ 
ittee. The extension has been 
recommended for approval by 
council planners. 

Mrs Calinescu said she was 
worried about extra traffic on 
Haycocks Road, which she 
described as a “slip road”, plus 
increased disturbance for local 
residents up to 10pm when 
planners have said that act¬ 
ivities associated with the 
delivery operation should stop. 

“We don’t want any more 
deliveries late at night. It’s 


horrendous. I just think that 
Sainsbury’s is being greedy,” 
she said. 

Neighbour Ron Davis said: 
“There will be roller-shutter 
doors on the extension which 
will be noisy.” 

He said seven parking 
spaces would also be lost from 
the store’s car park if the plan 
got the green light 

Mr Spring who was “symp¬ 
athetic” to residents’ con¬ 
cerns, promised to take up the 
issue with the borough council 
but he said he had no direct 
influence over planning dec¬ 
isions. 

More than 30 people have 


signed a petition against the 
extension and some of the 
residents are expected to 
attend the committee meeting. 

A report by planner Gemma 
Pannell says that residents’ 
complaints about late del¬ 
iveries were investigated last 
year and Sainsbury’s was 
found to be following the 
terms of previous planning 
permission. 

She has suggested that the 
scheme can be approved sub¬ 
ject to a 10pm time restriction 
and installation of an acoustic 
screen to reduce the noise 
heard by people living nearby.

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Father and sons ‘died 
instantly’ in collision

A FATHER and his two 
teenage sons were killed 
instantly in an horrific 
traffic collision, an in¬ 
quest heard. 

David Booking, 43, and sons 
Daniel, 14, and Stephen, 13, 
were pronounced dead at the 
scene of the crash on the A1307 
on July 19 last year. 

They had been travelling in a 
red Peugeot 806 people carrier 
along with 8-year-old Amanda 
Booking and the children’s 
stepmother, Lisa Booking. 

A verdict of accidental death 
was returned at an inquest in 
Cambridge last week. 

The inquest heard that the 
boys, of Spence Close, Potton, 
had spent the weekend with 
their father, of Ramsey Road, 
Halstead. 

They were travelling back to 
Halstead after visiting the 
Imperial War Museum at Dux- 
ford when the crash happened. 

Despite widespread concerns 
over the safety of the A1307, 


accident investigator Pc 
Francis Crawford said he did 
not feel there was anything 
that could have been done to 
make the road safer in this 
particular case. 

Pc Crawford described how 
the Peugeot had hit the left- 
hand kerb as it exited the dual 


carriageway section near Hav¬ 
erhill. 

He said that following the 
collision the car, which could 
have been travelling as fast as 
74mph, veered across the 
carriageway, crossed over the 
white lines and went into the 
path of an oncoming silver 


Volkswagen Golf. It then rolled 
on to the bonnet of the Golf, 
before being thrown into the 
air and landing sideways in a 
ditch. 

The Golf was driven by 
Debra Coote, and was carrying 
her husband Raymond Coote 
and their daughter Emily 

After the hearing, Pc Craw¬ 
ford told the Weekly News : 
“There was no way Mrs Coote, 
who was driving the vehicle at 
the time, could have seen the 
car coming towards her. 

“She could have done noth¬ 
ing to avoid this.” 

Lisa Booking attended the 
inquest and spoke only once, to 
decline to comment when ask¬ 
ed if she was driving the car. 

Assistant deputy coroner 
Samuel Bass recorded a verdict 
of accidental death for all three 
of those killed. He said: “Death 
was likely to have been instan¬ 
taneous. 

“It is a tragedy for all those 
involved and it is something we 
should all think very carefully 
about when we drive home.” 

The mother of the boys, 
Tracey Horne, said after the 
hearing: “Their life was cut too 
short.”

Call for cameras 
on deadly A1307 


AVERAGE speed 
cameras would be 
effective in reducing 
casualties on the 
notorious A1307, 
according to a senior 
Cambridgeshire police 
officer. 

Inspector Chris 
Skepper, of the force’s 
road policing unit, 
spoke to the Weekly 
News following the 
inquest into the deaths 
of David, Daniel and 
Stephen Booking, and 
said that he felt the 
cameras, which are 
already in use on the 
A14, should be 
considered for the road. 
Sixteen people have 
died on the Haverhill to 
Linton stretch in the last 
five years, and 
campaigners have been 
urging highways bosses 


to implement new safety 
schemes to help reduce 
the number of 
casualties. 

Insp Skepper said: “This 
incident was particularly 
tragic as it involved so 
many members of the 
same family. 

“The problem with fixed 
speed cameras is that it 
slows people down at 
the site, but not 
necessarily before or 
after. 

“However, average 
speed cameras work 
across a whole stretch. 

“I know there are 
discussions ongoing as 
to if more of these 
cameras could be put in 
and I would say that this 
stretch should be put on 
the list of places 
considered for that.”

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Pothole patrols hits the streets 


HIGHWAY hit squads are 
getting to grips with potholes 
caused by cold weather. 

The move comes after the 
Weekly News reported the 
large amount of road damage 
resulting from the recent 
freezing weather. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council chiefs are calling on 
the public to help them fill in 
those cracks. 

Reports of damage have 
quadrupled compared with 
last year and 14 highway 


teams are working to fill 
them. 

Cambridgeshire has added 
its voice to neighbouring 
counties which are asking for 
extra Government funding to 
help repair the record amount 
of potholes. 

Cllr Matt Bradney, cabinet 
member for highways, said: 
“The massive number of 
potholes that have appeared 
since the freezing weather is a 
concern for us and other 
councils across the country 


“Our pothole teams have 
been out and about as soon as 
the weather allowed, along 
with our highway super¬ 
visors. 

“However, we can’t be on 
every inch of the road all the 
time and we also need the 
help of the public to tell us 
where potholes are so we can 
deal with them.”

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Ttoo caught 
in council 
tax fraud 


A COUPLE have been 
prosecuted for benefit 
fraud after an anon¬ 
ymous tip-off to South 
Cambridgeshire Dist¬ 
rict Council. 

David Lombardi, 45, and 
Lisa Lombardi, 43, of Bakers¬ 
field Cottages, Horseheath, 
admitted receiving benefits 
totalling nearly £2,500 they 
were not entitled to. 

David Lombardi admitted 
failing to report a change of 
circumstances to the council 
and the Department of Work 
and Pensions (DWP) and was 
ordered, by Cambridge mag¬ 
istrates, to do 80 hours un¬ 
paid work and pay £100 costs. 

Lisa Lombardi admitted 
making a false statement to 
the council to obtain benefits 
and was given a 12-month 
conditional discharge and 
was ordered to pay £100 
costs. 

The couple had been claim¬ 
ing housing and council tax 
benefits as well as jobseek¬ 
ers’ allowance due to unemp¬ 
loyment. 

But David Lombardi did 
not tell the council or the 
DWP that he had found work,

the court heard. 

Cllr Tony Orgee, the coun¬ 
cil’s finance portfolio holder, 
said: “This case is our 25th 
successful prosecution in 12 
months, seven of which have 
been joint cases with the 
DWP. 

“It should be a lesson to 
any benefit claimant who 
thinks that they can avoid 
telling us about a change in 
their circumstances. 

“You will be caught, and 
we will take action. You will 
have to repay all the money 
fraudulently claimed as well 
as costs and could end up 
with a criminal record.” 

Benefit claimants can call 
the council on 08450 450061 or 
visit www.scambs.gov.uk for 
help and advice if they need 
to amend their claim or their 
circumstances change.

The owner of the town’s USA 
Chicken outlet was upset by a 
television report on the state of 
business in the High Street which 
implied that his business had 
closed when cameras showed shutt¬ 
ers pulled down at the front of the 
premises. 

Ibrahim Sanci has said his fast 
food business is continuing to trade 
normally 

In Newmarket, there are four 
closed shops in the High Street and 
The Guineas shopping centre - 
Woolworths, Judith Fisher’s 
fashion shop, Adams children’s 
clothes and Linen and Things. At 
least two others have “closing 
down” signs. 

Ely lost Woolworths and 
Priceless Shoes. Furniture firm 
Ocean Cargo also called it a day 


and hat hire shop Mad Hatters has 
not yet been filled. 

Cllr Mike Hibbs, mayor of 
Saffron Walden, said there were 
at last seven vacant shop units 
including Woolworths, Cardfair 
and Eaden Lilley. 

He said: “If landlords could 
consider lending out empty shop 
fronts to community groups, such 
as the Scouts, it would be much 
better than having them boarded 
up.” 

In both Huntingdon and St 
Ives, the former Woolworths 
branches are among the biggest 
sites that stand vacant, but Sue 
Fisher, of St Ives Town Initiative, 
said moves to revitalise shopping 
areas must come from the Gov¬ 
ernment. 


How shops can get 
a new lease of life 


THE impact of the deep¬ 
ening recession is evident 
for all to see as an ever- 
increasing number of shops 
go out of business. 

Once-bustling high streets have 
been disfigured by the growing 
number of businesses that have 
gone to the wall. 

A survey in January found 35 
shops were boarded up in Cam¬ 
bridge city centre and the story is 
equally depressing in other towns. 

Now the Local Government Ass¬ 
ociation (LGA) says high streets 
risk becoming “ghost towns” 
unless urgent action is taken to fill 
the empty shops, either with new 
businesses or community projects. 

Margaret Eaton, LGA chairman, 
said: “Rows of boarded-up shops 
are a sad reflection of the rec¬ 
ession. Not only do they signal a 
local economy in decline, they also 
become a hotspot for anti-social 
behaviour and drag down the 
whole feel of an area. 

“Decisive action must be taken to 
stop our high streets turning into 
ghost towns. The best option is for 
new or existing businesses to move 
into empty premises. 

“Empty shops could provide a 
range of services to benefit people 


during the recession. Be it an 
information centre or a bring-and- 
buy sale, these things could be done 
without spending significant 
amounts of money” 

The call was backed by coun¬ 
cillors and business leaders. Emma 
Thornton, Cambridge city centre 
manager, said: “We are working 
with a number of organisations to 
tackle the problem of empty shop 
units. Lots of people have come 
forward with ideas and there will 
be some new uses quite quickly” 

An LGA survey found 87 per cent 
of councils in the East of England 
reported an increase in the number 
of empty properties in town 
centres. The idea of using empty 
shops as community areas was 
used by squatters last year at the 
controversial site for a proposed 
Tesco Express store in Mill Road, 
Cambridge. 

Anti-Tesco campaigners held an 
art exhibition, tango classes, 
boxing classes, a band night and 
film screenings in the store. 


Latest figures from the city 
council show around 40 vacant 
units in the historic city centre 
core and 30 more in and around 
The Grafton, other retail parks and 
shopping streets. 

In Haverhill, Sarah Howard, 
who chairs Haverhill’s Chamber of 
Commerce, took a positive view 

She said: “We have got new 
companies coming into the High 
Street. 

“Iceland is taking over the form¬ 
er Woolworths premises and Costa 
Coffee have just put in a planning 
application. They wouldn’t be 
coming if they didn’t think the 
business was here.” 

Ms Howard said a new devel¬ 
opment of flats and shops had only 
one vacant unit and the new Tesco 
store would draw more people into 
the town. 

She said: “I feel quite positive. 
We’ve just got to encourage people 
to use their local facilities - 
particularly the independent shops 
which can offer good service.”

Three-star council 
is ‘improving well’ 


THREE stars have been given to 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
by the Audit Commission after it 
said the authority was “imp¬ 
roving well”. 

Essex, Hertfordshire and Bedfordshire 
county councils were also given three 
stars out of a possible four, with Essex 
and Hertfordshire also said to be 
“improving well”. 

All four were awarded three stars the 
previous year. 

The ratings emerged in the Com¬ 
prehensive Performance Assessment 
(CPA) - the Audit Commission’s annual 
measure of councils’ performance in 
England - which was published today 

Inspectors said: “Cambridgeshire 
County Council is improving in many 
priority areas. Performance remains 


good in children’s services including 
educational attainment. 

“Recycling rates are among the best 
and are improving. Adult social care has 
improved, with outcomes for service 
users now assessed as good with 
promising prospects for further 
improvement.” 

The council was awarded four stars - 
which represents a strong performance - 
for the way it manages its finances and 
provides value for money as well as for 
its environmental services, which 
includes transport, planning and waste. 

However, the council was given only 
two stars - which represents an adequate 
performance - for services in the 
category of culture including libraries 
and leisure, bringing an average of three 
stars. 


Increase in tax despite freeze 


A COUNCIL tax freeze 
has been confirmed by St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council. 

But householders will 
still face an increase due 
to rises in the tax dem¬ 
ands by Suffolk County 
Council and the county’s 
police authority. 

St Edmundsbury has 


held its tax at the same 
level as last year with an 
average band D home 
paying £171.99 towards 
the council’s services. 
The full council approved 
the freeze at a meeting 
last week. Full details of 
tax allocations will be 
given in the booklet sent 
to all households along 


with the annual council 
tax demand. 

Neighbouring South 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council agreed a 4.5 per 
cent rise which the 
council says equates to 9p 
a week. An average band 
D home will pay £112.10 
for district council 
services.

Cute tearaway is so sweetly tuned 


THOSE of you with a long 
enough memory will also 
remember that back in the 
day a talented and distinctly 
bonkers man by the name of 
Carlos Abarth spent many 
hours tuning the 500 - 
among other Fiat products - 
and went racing, writes Matt 
Joy. 

It takes a particularly twisted 
kind of genius to tune a 594cc 
engine, but it worked, and now the 
new 500 has been given a similar 
sting in its tail - and it wears the 
Abarth scorpion badge as a 
reminder. 

It’s hard not to get excited just by 
looking at the 500 Abarth. Where 
the standard car is unquestionably 
cute and endearing, the Abarth 
appears to have taken some self- 
defence lessons, been down the 
gym and picked up an in-yer-face 
attitude along the way. It looks 
pumped up and ready for action,

thanks to the chunky alloys and 
bodykit, but there’s still plenty of 
choice for customisation. Graphics, 
a choice of alloy wheels and roof 
decals are all available - though if 
you ask me, the side stripes are 
essential. 

There’s just as much fun to be 
had on the inside. There’s a pair of 
chunky sports seats, the steering 
wheel has a flattened bottom and is 
wrapped in leather, and there’s a 
smart roof lining and privacy glass 
at the back too. 

The Abarth 500 is far from all 
show and no go. Under the cutest 
bonnet in motordom lies the 1.4- 
litre turbocharged petrol unit 
you’ll also find in the Grande 
Punto Abarth. Here it pumps out 
135bhp and 1521b ft of torque - only 
in Sport mode though, but more of 
that later. It’s that torque figure 
that makes the difference, and the 
unit’s turbocharged characteristics 
perfectly suit the Abarth’s fiery 
nature. The grunt starts to make 
its presence felt from low down in 
the revs, but keep the throttle 
pinned and it scoots round to the 
rev limiter with impressive vigour 
and a keen rasp from the exhaust. 

That’s only half the story 
though. The Abarth 500 has not 
abandoned its frugal heritage in 
the transformation to baby hot 
hatch. The key is the Sport button, 
fitted as standard and located on 
the dash. In the Normal default 
mode, the engine delivers only 
1321b ft of torque, and the pod- 


mounted rev counter 
flashes at you when 
you reach the optimal 
gearchange point for 
economy. All that 
helps it to achieve 
43.4mpg on the 
combined cycle and a 
not-unreasonable 
155g/km of C02. But 
punch that button and 
you get the full corral 
of horses, the steering 
is heavier, the throttle 
responds more clearly 
- and the rev counter 
now flashes at you 
when you reach the 
red line. 

The chassis is there to back it up 
too. The expected stiffer springs 
and dampers are present and 
correct, and while the occasional 
bump reminds you of just how stiff 
it is, it’s far from intolerable and 
the Abarth is still fine to use every 
day. It also pays off when you head 
off-piste. The lack of mass and firm 
set-up means the Abarth dives into 
corners with glee. The steering is 
much weightier in Sport mode too, 
and some clever technology in the 
form of Torque Transfer Control 
helps the Abarth scoot out of the 
bends with the minimum loss of 
traction. 

That’s not the end of the story 
either. An extra £2,500 on top of the 
standard price will secure you the 
esseesse pack - a tuning kit fitted 
by the dealer at any time in the

first 12 months after purchase that 
pushes the engine output to 
160bhp, adds 17-inch alloys with 
high-spec Pirelli tyres, better 
brakes, stiffer suspension and tyre 
pressure monitoring. It turns the 
Abarth into a real rocket - plus it 
comes in its own branded crate, 
which is worth it for the geek- 
factor alone. 

Basically... 

The Abarth 500 is more than 
capable of attracting the modest 
numbers that Fiat expect to sell. It 
has a couple of obvious rivals, the 
Mini Cooper being one of them, 
but given that the Abarth is the 
new kid on the block, has the style 
and the performance as well as the 
cache of that historical badge, it 
may just be at the top of the most 
wanted list.
